BRITAIN TO STAND BY

LONDON, Aug. 28.—WP) 


—Britain's ambassador to 
Germany, Sir Neville Hen- 
derson, flew to Berlin this 
afternoon with a message

The details of the note were not 
disclosed but It was reported to 
have said the first requirement for 
I * any negotiation of the Polish ques- 
I' (Vtion was removal of threats of 
force. 
Sources close to the government 
Indicated the message was of such 
a nature a reply was expected from 
the German Fuehrer. This, it was 
believed, would forestall any de- 
cisive action until tomorrow at 
least. 
Sir Nevile left by plane a few 
minutes before 5 p. m. (10 a. m. 
CST)

the government took a series of 
emergency steps, Indicating pos- 
sibility of war still was considered

a long time, perhaps two weeks." 
The British note was said to 
reply point by point to Hltler'u 
proposals. 


PARIS, Aug. 28.—W—Premier 
Daladler drew up a second letter 
to Adolf Hitler today in an effort 
to dissuade the German fuehrer 
from going to war and keep the 
way open for peaceful 
negotia- 


tions. 


The French government simul- 


taneously extended its prepared- 
ness for war with publication of 
a decree applying censorship to 
news and photographs.

The state officlal,<S>whlle on a 
customary early morning walk at 
the hospital, eluded 
a 
woman 


nurse about 6 a. m., ran onto the 
track and was struck by the en- 
gine, according to Judge O. L. 
Wiley, who is conducting an in- 
quest. 


Having 
suffered 
a 
nervous 
breakdown several months 
ago 
ago Teer had been a guest In the 
home of Dr. W. J. Johnson, super- 
intendent of the state hospital, for 
more than a week. 


Miss Nell Isabel, the nurse, In 
her efforts to pull Teer from in 
front of the approaching train 
narrowly escaped being struck, 
according to Wiley's Information. 
Dr. Johnson said the chairman 


of the state board of control had 
been a guest In his home, on the» 
hospital grounds, for "about ten 
days." 
Deputy sheriffs reported 
they 
were told by an eye witness to 
the tragedy that a 
man 
fully 
clothed, was seen to run from the 
hospital grounds, closely pursued 
by a woman dressed in the uni- 
form of a nurse. The nurse was 
reported to have caught him, but 
the man broke away and ran on- 
to the tracks. 
Teer, headed one of the state's 
largest agencies. Under its con- 
trol are more than 20 eleemosy- 
nary institutions. The board acts 
as buyer for all state departments, 
including the big highway depart- 
ment. 
Department officials said Teer 
is survived by his widow and a 
daughter, Mrs. Anna Fey Peterson 
of Austin, 


Suffered Nervous Breakdown.

AUSTIN, Aug. 28.—(ff>-H. C. 
Weiss of Houston, president' of the 
•Humble Oil & Refining Company, 
largest purchaser of crude oil in 
the world, testified today'at a col- 
orful hearing before the Texas 
railroad commission that as a re- 
sult of the oil shutdowns the com- 
pany's stocks of crude would be 
exhausted by Sept. 1. 
Representatives of other major 


oil producing states and the In- 
terstate oil compact commission 
sat in on the hearing In the great 
hall of the state house of repre- 
sentatives, a hearing called to de- 
termine whether the 16-day shut- 
downs 
which expire 
tomorrow 
should be extended. 
Under 
sharp 
questioning by 
Ernest O. Thompson, chairman ot 
the compact commission and also 
a member of the railroad commis- 
sion which regulates oil in Texas, 
Wless said present Inventories of 
11,757,481 barrels and as of Sept. 1 
would be 7,628,629. 
Of 
those 
Inventories 2,307,708 
barrels were needed to fill pipe- 
lines and 3,320,749 to fill tank bot- 
toms. 
Wless also testified the Humble 
had gasoline stocks of 2,073,684 
barrels at present, an incerase of 
212,444 barrels since March 31, 
and 308,638 since a year ago. 
"As I get it, you will soon be 


out of oil, will you not?" queried 
Thompson. 
Wless grinning' broadly, replied: 
"Yes, unless our supply is in- 
creased in the meantime." 
Asked for statistics on storage 


of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, referred to generally 
as the "parent" of the Humble, 
Wicss said flatly they were not 
available.

FRIED CHICKEN AND 


HOW IT IS COOKED 


COLLEGE STATION, Aug. 23.— 


(SpU—Since fried chicken Is now 
probably 
"America's No, 1 dish," 


some tips for making the favorite 
drumsticks and wishbones more 
palatable have been 
offered 
by 


Nora Ellon Elliott, specialist In 
food preparation for the A, and M. 
College Extension Service. 


For Improvement of 
technique 


in chicken frying, checking 
the 


temperature is suggested, for the 
meat will cook to a tender and 
juicy doneness If the heat is mod- 
erate throughout the frying pe- 
riod. The' fat should be hot, but 
not to the smoking point, before 
the pieces of chicken are placed 
in the skillet, the specialist adds. 
A half-inch or more of well-flavor- 
ed fat In the skillet is preferable. 
. "Of course, the thickest pieces 
should ba placed In 
the 
vessel 
first," she says, "and eonugh space 
should be allowed to let the 
fat 
rise around the edges of each cut. 
Partly cover the pan to keep the 
fat from spattering, but allow the 
steam to escape, When brown, the 
pieces should be turned," 


At least 20 or 30 minutes should 
ba computed as frying time for the 
thickest pieces of a throe-pound 
chicken, When a number of chick- 
ens are fried at a time she says 
the housewife might prefer to fin- 
ish the cooking a moderate oven, 
300 degrees. 


The well-browned, pieces should 
be removed from the skillet and 
placed on a rack in a covered pan 
for finishing In the oven 
until 
there Is no pink next to the bones. 
For the last 15 minutes of cook- 
Ing the cover should be removed 
to dry out the brown crust, she 
advises. When the chicken Is done 
It should be drained, on paper to 
lose Its excess fat.

"If they continue In this condition , 
until market time It will be diffi- 
cult to dispose of them on the 
eastern market." 
Producers should start feeding 
their turkeys a complete ration by 
September IS and have them on 
full feed not later than October 1. 
The recommended ration consists 
of a developing or fattening mash 
plus grain. Tender green feed will 
add to the finish of the birds.

to •worm the birds before putting 
them on full feed. At the same 
time It may be advisable to vacci- 
nate against pox, especially In lo- 
calities where this has been a haz-iii 
ard around marketing time.

STATE DEPARTMENT PREPARES 
REPRESENT FOREIGN NATIONS IN 


CAPITALS OF THEIR ENEMIES 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—(ff)— 
The state department expects to be 
called upon to represent various for- 
eign countries in the capitals of 
their enemies if war breaks out in 
Europe. 
Accordingly, officials said today, 
preparations are being made to 
carry out such a function along 
with arrangements for evacuating 
Americans from Europe. The de- 
partment said it would set up a 
special unit for the latter purpose. 
Special sectlnos would be establish- 
ed In some of the embassies abroad 
to deal with such matters as "the 
protection of the Interests of for- 
eign governments after a rupture 
of diplomatic relations," the depart- 
ment added. 
This means the United States 
would, in effect, take over the di- 
plomatic representation of certain 
belligerent nations to their enemies, 
if they requested It. 
In announcing Its plans for re- 
turning Americans from war zones, 
the state department expressed the 
opinion all Americans in Europe 
eould return home on American 
merchant ships, although "it will, 
of course, not be possible for all to 
return as rapidly as some of them 
may wish."

"Macedonian 
conditions" farther 
south was regarded as a hint oth- 
er claims might be taken up in 
the future. 
Declares Lenient With Poland. 
The Fuehrer argued he wai len- 
ient with Poland. 
"I have made an offer to the 
Polish government which shocked 
the Gorman people," he said. "No- 
body but myself could even daru 
to go before the public with such 
an offer. 
It could therefore bo 
made only once. 


"I am deeply convinced that if 
especially England at that time 
had, instead of starting a wild 
campaign against Germany in the 
press and Instead of launching ru- 
mors of a German mobilization, 
somehow talked the Poles into 
being reasonable, 
Europe today 
and for 25 years could enjoy a con- 
dition of deepest peace. 
"Ai things were, however, Po- 
lish public opinion was exolted by 
a lie about German aggression. 


"The Polish government declin- 
ed the proposals. 
Polish public 
opinion, convinced that England 
and France would now fight for 
Poland, began to make demands 
which one might possibly stigma- 
tize as laughable Insanity wore 
they not so tremendously danger- 
ous. At that point an unbearable 
terror, a physical and economic 
persecution of the Germans al- 
though they numbered more than 
a million and a holf, began in tho 
regions ceded by the relch. . . 


Determined to Solve Problem. 
"I see no way of persuading Po- 
land, which feels herself as un- 
assailable now that she enjoys the 
protection of her guarantees, to 
accept a peaceful 
solution, 
I 


should, however, despair of an 
honorable future for my people, 
if it were not determined under 
such circumstances to solve thn 
problem in one way or another." 
Hitler concluded: 
"That our two peoples should 
now enter a new, bloody war of 
destruction is painful not only 
for you but also for me, Herr 
Daladler. 
As already observed, I 
see no possibility for us on our 
part to exert Influence In the di- 
rection 
of reasonableness upon 
Poland for correcting a situation 
that Is unbearable for the Ger- 
man 
people 
and 
the 
German 
reich." 


The question of whether Ger- 
many's enlarged demands left any 
room for negotiations remained 
unanswered. 
But apparently the 
problem was made no easier by 
the Hitler letter. 
Europe today 
still did not know whether It was 
heading for war, or an eleventh- 
hour compromise. 
But foreign observers were a 
little relieved by the fact Ger- 
many had not struck at Poland, 
and that Hitler seemed to be in n 
mood to argue merits of the sit- 
uation. 


A factor which many expected 


would cause Germany to ponder 
at least a few days longer was 
the resignation of the Japanese 
government.

He said he did not.favor arbi- 
trarily allowing; wells o{ very small 
production, called strippers, to pro- 
duce all the oil they could, and 
then apportioning the remainder of 
the allowable production under pro- 
ration among flush fields. Rather 
there should be a fair consideration 
for all types of wells and fields, he 
said, 
The Humble will purchase oil 
ratable on a fair basis and has done 
so consistently in the past, Weiss 
continued. 
George H. Tabor, Jr., represent- 
ing the Sinclair Refining company, 
followed Weiss to the witness stand. 
He testified the company's gaso- 
line stocks on August 18 were 2,- 
524,656 barrels which was 251,946 
less than a year ago and a decrease 
of 1,098,574 barrels from match 31 
of this year. 
To do business minimum stocks 


of at lease 1,750,000 barrels were
